^ Seven livestock meetin gs have 
recen tly been hold in Pettis coun ­ 
ty.

The total 
supply of corn in the en tire coun - 
^^ry is about equal to that of Jan - 
lary 1, 1945 but much of the pres- 
sn t corn supply is soft corn which 
wn ll heed to be fed before hot 
weather. The total supply of corn 
on farms in Missouri on Jan uary 
1, 1946 was about 41 million bus­ 
hels less than on the same d ate a 
year ago. 
Sin ce protein feed s are 
n ot available in sufficien t quan ti­ 
ties to meet d eman d , a larger pro­ 
portion of con cen trate feed s are 
likely to be used to prod uce a

Fo r Seeding Oats 


With sprin g an d warm er weath­ 
er n ear at han d man y farmers are 
plan n in g n ow to seed their oat 
crop. 
With the price of seed oats 
comparatively high it is essen tial 
that maximum yield s be obtain ed 
from oat acreages. 
Treatin g seed oats for smut is 
on e of the practices which m ater­ 
ially affects oat yield s. 
Treatin g 
for smut improves the immed iate 
yield an d checks the progress of 
this d isease. 
Smut can be con ­ 
trolled easily, cheaply, an d effec­ 
tively by the formalin treatmen t 
applied as a spray. 
The proced ­ 
ure is as follows: 
Reclean an d bag seed . 
Prepare 
a solution in the proportion s of 
on e pin t of 40% 
formald ehyd e 
an d two pin ts of water. 
Pour the 
seed oats in a thin stream from 
the bag to a tight clean floor or 
wagon box. 
Spray the oats with 
the solution as they fall in the 
pile. 
After sprayin g, cover the 
oats for five to ten hours, then 
un cover an d air the grain for 
several hours. 
The seed may be 
plan ted d irectly after treatin g, or 
may be rebagged an d held in d e­ 
fin itely for plan tin g purposes. The 
fumes from the con cen trated for- 
mald eh\"d e are irritatin g to 
the 
eyes, n ose, an d throat an d it is 
best if the smut treatmen t is mad e 
in the open or in a well-ven tilated 
place. 
In this treatmen t, very 
little moisture is ad d ed to the oats, 


corn or in bred seed corn . 
To be 
qualified for growin g either of 
these seed s, a field must be at 
lease 80 rod s from other corn 
field s an d must be good en ough 
to prod uce at least 35 bushels of 
coin per acre in a n ormal season . 
If corn was on the field last year, 
the stalks must have been closely 
pastured , the groun d 
must 
be 
plowed before April 10, all volun ­ 
teer corn must have been d estroy­ 
ed an d the seed must n ot be plan t­ 
ed before May 10. 
The club boy 
must weep the female rows of 
corn d etasseled by goin g over the 
field d aily d urin g the tasselin g 
season an d removin g all tassels 
before they have begun to shed 
pollen . 
The Missouri Seed Im­ 
provemen t Association will pay 
cash ren t for a field an d will pay 
for each bushel of seed harvested 
from the field . An y 4-H club boy 
that is goin g to have a corn pro­ 
ject an d is in terested in growin g 
seed should con tact the coun ty 
exten sion office in Sed alia for 
more d etailed in formation . 


Early Chicks Fo r 
Eg g s In Fall 


By gettin g chicks in February, 
March, or early April poultry rais­ 
ers will be able to have pullets 
layin g eggs this fall—the season 
when prices usually 
are 
best. 
Poultry raisers wan tin g chicks to 
come early w’ill be wise to con tact 
their hatcheryman an d give him 
ad van ce n otice, n ow. 
The value of havin g early chicks 
is shown by record s kept by poul- 
trymen cooperatin g with the Mis­ 
souri Agricultural Exten sion Ser­ 
vice. These in d icate that the pul­ 
lets from early chick purchases 
will be fairly well in prod uction 
by October an d wd ll lay about 10 
eggs each d urin g November. How­ 
ever, 
late-purchased pullets by 
that time will be layin g on ly an 
egg or two per mon th. 
Of course, 
the 
breed in g 
of 
chicks has a lot to d o with their 
layin g ability, so you’ll be wise to 
3uy prod uction -bred chicks from 
pullorum-tested flocks. 
Before you receive your chicks, 
thoroughly clean an d scrub the 
brood er house with lye water. 
Provid e an even temperature in 
the house an d plen ty of feed er 
an d waterer space.

The farmer should n ot fail to con - 'S 
tact his committeemen before May 
1, the fin al d ate for sign in g the 
1946 Farm Plan . 
After all farm 
plan s in the coun ty are received , 
they will be con sid ered in the light 
of the total fun d s available.
